1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
• Cancel claim 6. 

Restriction/Elections 

2. Claims 1-4 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set 
forth in MPEP § 821 .04(b), claims 7 and 9, directed to the process of making or using 
the allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 
37 CFR 1 . 1 04. In addition, rejoinder of claims 11,13 and 1 4 has been extended as said 
products are merely extensions of the allowed claims, 1-4. Claim 6, directed to the 
invention(s) of a different hetero-compound, require all the limitations of an allowable 
product claim, and has NOT been rejoined. 

Because a claimed invention previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 
CFR 1.142 has been rejoined, the restriction requirement between groups I and III- 
VI as set forth in the Office action mailed on 21 June 2006 is hereby withdrawn. In 
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view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, 
applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in 
the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are drawn to an isolated morphogenic and growth accelerating compound characterized 
by NMR spectrum, molecular weight, molecular formula and molecular structure, 
processes for making, culture medium containing said compound, and methylated 
derivatives thereof. A careful review of the chemical compound reveals it to be a novel 
isolated compound and wherein said compound does not have obvious variants which 
must necessarily possess the same functional properties of said compound. Said 
compound has been isolated from a deposited species and all restriction to availability 
have been removed (see Affidavit, 16 February 2006). Thus, the allowed claims are 
1-4, 7, 9, 11, 13 and 14.
